Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims. References Lin et al. (US 6,864,554), 
Singer et al. (US 5,813,752), Lowery (US 5,959,316), and Steklenski et al. (US 6,652,996) do 
not disclose: 

• Interference reflector means for reflecting at least some light emitted by the LED 
that has not passed through the layer of phosphor material, onto the layer of 
phosphor material and transmitting at least some visible light emitted by the 
phosphor. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1-21 are allowed.
